My Dbak Mr. RBGKNSiiURg : — 
You have writen me so much lately 
that I hardly know where to begin 
answering. liesides my time has 
t>eeu taken up with legi.slative mat- 
ters in Nebraska and Oklahoma, so 
I have been unable to give your 
correspondence the attention I 
should like. 

In your correspondence with 
Mr. - . . - . which you enclosed, you 
say that "this Moving Picture 
project is but the beginning of better 
thiugs yet to be for the uplifting of 
the deaf. We are aiming ultimately 
at University Extension." F^urther 
on you say, " I wanf you to believe 
that there is method in my madness, 
*Qd to believe also that my interest 
iQ this matter is whole-souled and 
sincere " 

I do not question your sincerity, 
t'Ut I am puzzled to known what 
you mean by "University Exten- 
sion," " method iu your madness," 
and a " prepetual educational move- 
ment for the deaf," which you also 
mention. 

If you have " something up your 
sleeve," some plans for the future 
that have not been disclosed, and for 
that reason object to having your 
acts subject to the control of the N. 
A D. , I want to know about it. 

In your letter of Jan. 22d you 
*ay. " please do not give to the press 
tletails about Dr. G.'s film, cost, 
ftc. L^ave it to the Committee. 
"00 much public details excites only 
comment from those who are not 
Well posted. I feel sorry you an- 
uouticed my bond to cost $6.25 
That was hardly necessary." Why 
such secrecy f I l>elieve in publicity, 
"> letting the deaf known what we 
are doing. 

That is one reason why I favor 
Roberts' motion rather than Alla- 
howgh's. As a member of the Com- 
mittee I would only have a vote, 
and if the majority voted against pu- 
micity I would have no more right 
to make things public than any other 
member. I want reports from you 
I" order to make them public. You 
have told us what you have received, 
hut have not told us what you have 
spent. I would make reports of ex- 
P*nditures as well as receipts at least 
once a year. As a memt>er of the 
Committee I should have to write to 



each member, which would make an 
unreasonable addition to my work. 

If you do not report to the N. A. 
D. , to whom would you report ? If 
the N. A. D. cannot demnnd reports 
from your Committee, how can it be 
responsible for its acts f I do not 
intend to demand anything un- 
reasonable of you, but I want this 
matter settled on a business basis. 

The claim that the M. P. fund 
should be independent of the N. A. 
D. , because most of the money was 
contributed by non-members, don't 
hold. My wife raised $32.00, all 
but $ 1 .00 of which came from non- 
niembers She understood that she 
was raising it for the N. A. D. If 
she had thought that it was for some 
independent concern without head 
or tail, do you sup}iose she would 
have made the effort she did ? Not 
on your life. 

In your letter of Feb. 17th, which 
was received after I had sent out the 
motions to the Ex. Com., you say, 
•' Kindly put the M.P. motion with 
Mr. AUabough's amendment at once. 
Upon the result depends the con- 
tinuance of our work." If this is a 
threat that unless Mr. Allalwugh's 
amendment is carried, you will throw 
up the work, I am profoundly sorry. 
But, Mr. Regensburg, I decline to 
bluffed. 

In your letter of Jan. 12th you 
asked me to withold Robert's motion 
until you could consult your Com- 
mittee. This I did. Instead of re- 
jxjrting the result of your consultation 
to me, it seems you have been writ- 
ing to some members of the Kx. Com. 
to inlhience them in favor of Mr. Al- 
labough's motion. Is this fair? If 
some argument is submitted to some 
of the Ex. Com., it should be sub- 
mitted to all. That has been my 
policy, and as one of the Ex. Com. 
you have had the benefit of all I 
have presented to the Committee on 
the subject. 

I shall send a copy of this letter 
to each member of Ihe Kx. Com. I 
called for a vote on March 15th, but 
in order to give you a chance to re- 
ply to this, the vote will be deferred 
until further notice. When you re- 
ply, I will ask you to send me nine 
copies, so I can send one to each mem- 
ber of the Ex. Com., unless you 
prefer to have the discussion made 
through the Journal. It may be 
we shall have to re.sort to this any- 
way, in case other members of the 
Ex. Com. wish to have their say 
on the subject. 

I am extremely sorry we cannot 
agree. I have no desire to humili- 
ate you. Far from it. I value 
your splendid work. But this is a 
matter of principle which should be 
settled on business principles ([uite 
apart from personal considerations.

I had the pleasure of an intioduc- 
tion to Mr. Selig, the millionaire 
owner of the Seiig Pholo.scope Com- 
pany,- a firm belonging to the Mov- 
ing Picture Trust, and one of the 
largest maniifaoturers of motograph 
plnys in the world. Mr. Selig oame 
to the Coast last month on pleasure 
and business. He is planning to re- 
move his big Los Angeles ))ranoh 
studio to Venice, where the weather 
conditions for producing motograph 
plays are considered the most ideal 
to be found in the world It was 
while he was heie that a .lapanese 
employe of the Company ran aiuuok 
ten days ago and shot and iustautly 
killed Mr. Boggs, the local manager, 
and shot Mr. Selig in the arm, In- 
flicting a painful but not a danger- 
ous , wound. It was while the two 
sal conversing iu the offlce of the 
company, discussing the plaus for 
the removal of the plant, that the 
Jap burst in upon them ani com- 
menced shooting before they were 
aware of his presence. When I 
met Mr. Selig he had not yet fully 
recovereil from the effect of the 
pistol shot wound. Ilis arm waa 
weak and the fingers numbed. But 
he was cheerful. I found the mil- 
liouarie owner a most agreeable 
man, hearty in his welcome, and 
an euteitainiug talker. There was 
no osteutAtiou about him. He per- 
sonally took me around thM plaut 
while a play was being motograph- 
ed. I forgot to ask the title, but 
it appealed to me as a sixteenth 
oentniy historial incident happen- 
ing in Switzerland. There were 
soldiers and townspeople', more than 
one hundred, — all dressed iu quaint 
costumes, — all in action. We dis- 
cussed the shooting, and about Mr. 
Boggs, to whom we had been under 
much obligation for past informn- 
tion obtained about moving picture 
films, and also about Mr. McQee, 
the new manager, who once before 
told me of having a deaf uncle re- 
siding in the East. 

Mr. Selig spoke of his deep inte- 
rest in the welfare of the deaf, of 
having met Helen Keller, and refer- 
red with a good deal of pride of 
having a second "Helen Keller" 
iu the employ of his Chicago studio,, 
a youth of only seventeen, and who 
though blind and deaf performed, 
his daily task, beiug able to play 
billiards, the latter statement caus- 
ing my mouth to open in astonish- 
ment, incredible aa the statement 
seemed. The youth's name is 
Walt«r Comb. If any readers 
know him, I would be glad to bear 
more about him. 

Mr. Selig spoke of having been 
probably the first to motograph the 
"Sign -Speech" of the deaf. I like 
the word " Sign Speech" and hope 
it will oome into general use. It 
seems a great improvemeat'Over the 
phrase "the sign Iaug»ag* of the 
deaf." About the first pictuies he 
took was one illustrating a hymn 
— " Nearer, My God, to Thee'' — 
rendeied by a Catholic schoolgirl for 
the Chicago Tribuue. Readers of 
the Journal will rememtier Father 
Moeller of Chicago telling us attout 
this some months ago. Mr. Selig 
could not say where this film is at 
present, but he had another taken 
about the ssme time, which he 
promised to send out to me. lie 
took recently several new films for 
Prof. Venlin, "of the Oklahoma 
and Kansas School for the Deaf" 
(where that is I do not know), who 
met Mr. Selig in Chicago. I did 
not ask what the films were about, 
but it oecurred (o lue later that they 
may relate to the work of Walter 
Comb. These films Mr. Selig has 
sent for to show to me, asking me 
to review them for an opinion. He 
also requested me to potte for a 
" Sign Speech" reoiljitiou, but I 
I'.iew the line at this, saying I might 
break the camera if I did. H« ex- 
pressed the deepest interest in our 



to aid us all he can. He asked me 
to get up anything I could sug 
gest-some kind of « recitation, for 
inst^ance, and he wonld do the work 
for a nominal charge, if the film 
turoetl out salisfuotory. No doubt 
the famous "Los Angeles Lady 
Quartette" might be induced to 
pose for the tiial film. If we had the 
Gallaudei films here or if I had seen 
them, the operaim- would be in a 
belter position to know just wh..t 
is wanted, what rate of speed, etc. 
The last is very important, for upon 
this depends the clearness of the 
signs, with no jumps between them. 

After a pleasant talk with Mr. 
S«lig, full of banter and jest, I left 
him with a promise to accept his in- 
vitation to "call again." By the 
way, it has been several times l»een 
mentioned that Mr. Selig is a bro- 
ther of the well-know fight promoter 
of San Francisco. It may disap- 
point several " Old Sports" to know 
no such relationship exists between 
them. 

TiOS Angles has within the lasl 
two years become the Mecca for 
Moving Pictures firms. Nearly all 
the firms of world-wide reputation, 
more than half a dosen, maintain 
big establishments here for the rea- 
son that the climatic conditions are 
such that outdooi pictures can be 
takeu almost the whole year round 
— ^siinaiiine, warmth, cloud lessakies, 
sea, mountains, valleys, ranges, 
etc., are all to be found here, and 
even snow and winter soeoes up at 
Mt. Lowe. 

There has been some pardonable 
rivalry exhibited among the deaf as 
to who was the first to take up mov- 
ing pictures. Father Moelier's 
work has already been written about. 
Now ooiues Mr. L. M. Hunt with

Matthews was working on a 
farm near Mitchell, III , and was 
walking on the tracks going home. 
A hard stoitn was blowing at the 
time, and he nndoulttedly was un- 
able to see the light of the ap- 
proach iiig oar. The bixly was la- 
cerated. Matthews had a card in 
\na pocket, which said that John 
Hardig, an Illinois farmer, was bis 
best friend. Mattliews had a mo- 
ther living in Florida.

Mr. Flick told me 
personally that it proved a lucra- 
tive field for him in those days 
when he was studying for the 
ministry. He used to make "one 
uight stands," and recalled with a 
chuckle tiM great pleasure he de- 
rived out of it, adding that were he 
not now ottiarwiae occupied he 
wonld take it up as a business 
enteiprise.

A FAKE DBAF-MUTR. 

One day last week a ver.v amus- 
ing scene took place at the Pull- 
man Car shops, where three deaf- 
mutes are employed At noon a 
heavy-set man crept into the shop 
to sell collar-buttons.

The man was 
fifty years old and had never at- 
tended, any school for the deaf. He 
was unable to make an honest liv- 
iug, as he failed to learn a trade.

Having found him, he ordered him 
him tb get out. He refused. The 
watchman (a big six-fo»iter) seized 
by the neck and back, and 
8lh)ved him out to the front gate, 
amids the shouts and laughter of 
the four hundred employees.

"A doi; — a 
nioii>;rel do>; on One Hundred and 
Tliiity-seventh street and Willis 
avenue, acting stntnitely — ran in a 
crowd of children and bewail yelp 
ing — ItitiuK. 1 '♦aw — I saw," 

Heie he stopped a^ain, but a 
whiCr from an ammonia bottle reviv- 
ed him, and he lesumed: 

"Ran in and ^'abl)ed doit around 
the neck. He snapped at me. 
Both wrists — little bites. I chok- 
ed him over fetice into vacant lot, 
then went home. Thought nothing 
more — began to get BJck to day — 
water made me sick. Glass water 
— Just looking at it made me sick. 
Guess I've got it — got — the 
ial)ieH" 

Dr. Wright arrived and gave it 
as his opinion the patient was right.

VIRGINIA. 



The address printed below wa» de- 
livered by Mr. William C. Ritter, 
Superintendent of the Virginia 
State School for Colored Deaf and 
Blind Children, at Newport News, 
Va. , on the nigl^t of Thursday, Nov. 
23d, 191 1, at a banquet given by 
300 citizens of that city, organized 
at the Chamber of Commerce. At the 
conclusion of the speech, the entire 
gathering arose and applauded. 

Mr. Prksidbnt and Gsntlkmxn:— 
Yesterday I was asked to make a state- 
ment to the Chanit>er of Commerce and its 
guests of what we are doing (or trying to 
do) out back of Greenlawn Cemetery at 
the Virginia State School for Colored !>«*( 
and Blind Ctiildren. 

Our institution was located here in the 
spring of 1908, through the influences of 
the Chamber, after Mr. Houston and my- 
self had secured from the legislature an ap- 
?ropriation with which to start the school — 
will not say " with whuh to beg-in 
worh" — because I had bctn working- for 
for fourteen years in an endeavor to get 
the money to build the first building. 

Since 1908 we have disbursed in New- 
port News aud Elizabeth Citv County the 
sum of siAty-si.r thousand dollars. With 
the exception of alx>nt two thousand dol- 
lars, which includes the cost of our laun- 
dry machinery, twelve hundred for that 
item alone, every cent of this |66,ooo has 
been spent among our local tradesmen. 
Not a liarrel of flour, not a sack of meal, 
not a pound of sugar, not a pound of coffee, 
not a can of tomatoes, nor anything else 
that could be purchased in Newport News, 
has been ordered from el.tewhere. Furni- 
ture, furnishings, clolhine, and the many 
other things that we neetl every day, all 
came from and continue to come from, 
our local merchants. 

All of our supplies are purchased as 
needed on the local markets by the Super- 
intendent — and it has been my endeavor 
to pve everylx>dy a share of the buaineaa. 
The bills are all paid on the first day of 
each month, or within the next following 
few days. There are iu this gathering a 
good many merchants who can attest to 
the fact that we often bring them their 
checks without waiting for them to send 
their bills. 

I make this statement because I want to 
use it to illustrate a point. 

I am ashamed to tell you that upon 
some occasions our school has t>eeD denied 
credit for very small accounts by tome 
business men who are over-cauiio*s. I 
have gone into stores and presented a list 
of what I wanted. The proprietor waa all 
politeness until I told him we did not 
carry a two-by-lour-foot check book about 
with us, aud be would have to make a bill 
for the goods. His demeanor changed 
instantly, and as he shook his head, I, 
crestfallen, quietly stole out of the store, 
climbed into my wagon at the door, and 
drove to a place where I knew " our credit 
was food." 

The point that I wish to illnstrate br 
making this statement publicly is, there is 
such a thing as being Too CACTiotJS iw 
BusiNBss. A distinguished editor once 
said to me: — " Moat conseryatiTe men are 
dead men." And while we all know that 
conservatism is a mighty good thing to 
possess at all times, yet there is danger of 
having too much of it. 

As I said a while ago, we are only three 
rears old out at our school. We have dis- 
bursed among onr local f>eopl« sixty-four 
thousand dollars of State monies. We are 
not half grown yet. The white deaf aod 
blind school, at Staunton, i* seventy years 
old, and its plant is probably now worth 
yery nearly a million dollars. Its annual 
support is $50,000.00. 

From the Lregislature this winter, we 

want for our Newport News School, 

' tive thousand dollars for new traild- 

>1 improvements, and for support 

lor iwo years, we need thirty-fire thousand 

dollars. 

Oar institution is part of the public free 
school system of the State. It is not a 
hospital. It is not an asylum not a home 
for old people. It is certainly not a 
charity. I am a deaf man myself. I 
finished my education at Staunton (if I am 
not to take account of the twenty yean of 
education that I got in various newspaper 
offices in Virginia. ) But I did not begin 
my e«lucation at Suuuton Before sick- 
ness robbed me of my hearing, I attended 
the ordinary public school* of the Valley. 
While I was doing that, no one ever 
thought I was attending a charity school. 
After I became deaf and was forced to at- 
tend a different public school (at Staunton ) , 
then the folks suddenly got it into their 
heads that the State school at Staunton waa 
a charity. The public school system, as 
(J wholr, may be considered as a charitable 
undertaking ou the part of the state, by 
some people. But the great majority do 
not look at it that way. They conrider it 
the />ounden duty of the SUte to educate 
j/f hf, .iwidren that are capable of re- 
ct cation. 

t«ands of educated deaf or blind 
people in this country strongly resent the 
idea that is so prevalent among people, 
who do not stop to think, that their 
education was teceired in any different 
manner from that received by those peraona 
blessed with all their faculties. 

1 am tiring you out, 1 know, but th«f« 
it one more point I want all of yon to 
hear. It is this. Do not give money to 
beggars on the streets who pretend to be 
deaf and dumb. They are impoetor*. 
They are not really de«f . The ttal diaf 
people do not beg. they only aak a chance 
to show that they can work as well as any- 
body. In all the citiea of the country the 
real deaf people are organizing and fighting 
the impostors. If you run acroea one of 
these fellows, call the police and hare 
him taken into custody, and call me a» a 
witness against him. 

tn conciuaion, on behalf of the faculty 
of our school, I invite each one of you to 
pay us a visit at any time on any day, 
Vou will then undersUud better what I 
hare been trying to tell you
